26. (Currently Amended) A method of treating multiple myeloma, said method comprising 
administering to a human patient afflicted therewith an amount of l-R-(-) etodolac 
effective to kill cancerous reduc e th e viability of multiple myeloma cells, while 
maintaining the viability of normal bone marrow cells. 

27. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 26, wherein the l-R-(-) etodolac is 
administered orally.

(Original) The method of claim 26 wherein a daily dosage of about 1000-5000 mg of 
l-R-(-) etodolac is administered. 
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29. (Original) The method of claim 28 wherein the plasma concentration of etodolac is about 
500-700 i*M.
